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to cover budget deficit

In a rare show of unanimity, 
members of thie Wilmington School 
Committee pulled together in an 
emergency session last Thursday to 
try to resolve a serious budget 
crisis. 

Members were informed that 
there was an estimated budget 
deficit of $145,000. The shortfall, 
they were told, would affect 20 
teachers who chose to spread their 
paychecks over the summer months 
as well as several vendors. 

Committeemen agreed to delay 

paying the teachers until Monday, 
August 22. Instead of receiving 
their August 18 paycheck, the 
teachers will be advanced their first 
week's salary from the FY'89 
budget. Normally, that check 
would be issued September 15. The 
state Department of Revenue, when 
contacted, had frowned on 
appropriating funds from the 1989 
budget to pay bills from 1988. 
Thus, the August 18 paycheck can 
only be paid after the funds are 
found. 
To resolve the problem, 
committeemen said they would go 
to voters at a special town mecting 
in October to ask for a transfer of 
the $145,000 from the FY'89 
budget. If their warrant article 
finds favor with residents, it is 
expected salaries would be adjusted 
in October. Reportedly, the 
transfer will require a nine-tenths 
vote of town meeting. 

Some hard questions were raised 
Thursday by several members who 
felt they had been left in the dark 
for too long. 
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Dr. Michael Thomas asked Busi- 
ness Manager Peter DeRoeve how 
the situation came about and why 
the committee was led to believe 
there were enough funds when 
there weren't. 

DeRoeve recounted steps he had 
taken since April to try to force 
former superintendent Robert 
Horan to take some action to 
prevent the current situation. He 
explained that as early as April he 
felt a freeze should have been 
placed on purchase orders. He said 
purchase orders and invoices 
requiring the written approval of 
Horan in order to pay them 
continued to pile up on his desk 
When DeRoeve contacted Town 
Accountant Michael Morris in June 
to compare the town and school 
budgets, he said he noted there was 
a possible $100,000 shortfall. 

DeRoeve explained when he 
talked to Horan about the $100,000, 
the former superintendent told him 
“not to worry, the funds are there," 
even though DeRoeve himself felt 
they were looking at "a real 
problem.” 

When some members asked why 
he didn't come forward and let 
them know what was developing, 
DeRoeve explained "I was simply 
doing what I was told. 

Interim Supt. John Stella came to 
DeRoeve's defense, claiming that

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“Peter was between a rock and a 
hard place.” He’ said it seemed to 
him the business manager had been 
loyal to his immediate superior 
"and without loyalty, the whole 
system deteriorates.”

$145,000 was involved, he said he 
was fairly certain that was it 
However, he added, even though all 
“reasonable attempts” have been 
made to have vendors submit their 
bills, there may be a few, such as 
special needs bills, which may be 
outstanding. 

To avoid a recurrence of 
shortfalls in the future, the school 
committee voted unanimously that 
future budget warrants be reviewed 
and signed by a majority of 
members. Past practice involved 
only one member at a time signing 
the warrant on a rotating basis 
Members agreed that monthly 
budget reports should be submitted 
to them from central office 
Chairman Tony Accardi also called 
for an investigation to discover if 
the deficit was the result of 
“negligence or deception.” 

The only member not present at 
last week's meeting was Bridget 
Zukas, who was on vacation.

Route 129 reconstruction 
requires moving of house 


The long-awaited construction of 
additional ramps at Routes 129 and 
93 is underway. Property taking 
has been going on for a few 
months. On Thursday, the Wilbur 
‘Thomas house was moved. 

The moving of the house went 
smoothly, but then, it should have. 
The house has experience. Maybe it 
should have wheels permanently 
attached. 

The house for many ycars was 
located on Lowell Street, about 100 
yards west of West Strect. It was 
originally located on West Street, 


until the building of Route 93, 
about 30 years ago. 

Not very many years after it was 
moved to the Lowell Strect site, the 
state D.P.W. again approached Mr, 
Thomas, telling him that the house 
would have to be moved a second 
time. He lived with that knowledge 
for many years. 

Mr, Thomas died a few years ago, 
and the house is now owned by his 
daughter Mary and her husband, 
Joseph losue. And finally, finally, 
the Route 129 project is underway. 

Some four years ago, the losues, 
having been told their house would 


be taken, located a lot. The price 
was $45,000. The only problem 
was that the state was not ready to 
take their home at that time. With- 
out the state money, of course, 
there was no money to buy the lot. 

Four years passed. The state 
finally took their home this year, 
and the losues agreed to buy it back 
and move it, 

This time, they found a lot on 
Tracy Circle, a new subdivision 
being built off Woburn Sucet, just 
north of Lowell Street. The price 
of the lot was $119,000. 


School business manager 
queried on $6000 check

School department business 
manager Peter DeRoeve found 
himself on the hot seat last 
Thursday as members of the 
Wilmington School Committee 
grilled him about his failure to 
notify them of an impending budget 
shortfall and, in particular, a check 
for $6,000 he said was owed him as 
retroactive"pay. 
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Committeeman Shirley Callan 
charged that DeRoeve deliberately 
withheld information about the 
check from the board. The $6,000 
was said to have been listed on the 
July 27 payroll warrant: which 
Callan said was signed out of tum 
by Bridget Zukas. 

DeRoeve insisted the wholé 
matter had "bothered" him and he 
had been planning to bring it up in 
executive session the following 
week. Callan asked that he explain 
the check immediately in public. 

DeRoeve claimed Horan had 
arranged to pay him the $6,000 and 
maintained that his contract called 

_for him to be paid the money 
retroactively. 

“I put complete and utter trust in 


the superintendent of schools to 
deal with the matter," DeRoeve told 
the school committee. 

Callan pointed out that Horan 
didn't have the authority to grant 
retroactive pay. She insisted the 
proper process, which was to bring 
it before the committee for a vote, 
wasn't followed. 

DeRoeve assured members he 
would "gladly" give back the check 
but added, with a certain bitterness, 
he felt like he was “left holding the 
bag because I trusted a certain 
individual.” 

Members voted four to one to 
have DeRoeve return the check. 
Chairman Tony Accardi suggested 
the board discuss the whole issue at 
an executive session tonight 
(Wednesday).

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Appeal filed on 
HOP project 


The recent granting of a 
comprehensive permit for the 
Shawsheen River Estates has been 
appealed in superior court by some 
neighbors of the proposed project. 

The permit was granted by the 
Wilmington Board of Appeals last 
month for a 220-unit project on a 
45-acre site off Hopkins Street in 
Wilmington on the Chisholm farm. 
The area abuts a subdivision off 
Shawsheen Avenue. 

The appeal is being filed as a civil 
suit in Middlesex Superior Court 
by Atty. Mark Warren, represent- 
ing 18 persons, residents of Reed 
Street, Harold Avenue, Albany 
Street and Shawsheen Avenue. 
Named as defendants are Jay Tighe, 
the Shawsheen River Associates, 
and the members of the board of 
appeals, in their official capacity. 

Points raised in the suit include 
failure to establish a hardship if the 
permit were not granted. The suit 
further charges that the permit 
allows a use which is inconsistent 
with the use of the surrounding 
Property, and that the decision was 
inconsistent with the other deci- 
sions regarding other applicants. 

The appeal effort was spear- 
headed by Mario Alosco of Harold 
Avenue and Joseph Guzzo of 
Shawsheen Avenue.

Housing lottery info 
to be released 
at fall forum

Anyone wishing to be included in 
a lottery for affordable units in 
state subsidized projects like 
Shawsheen River Estates is invited 
to a special housing forum which 
will be held in the fall. 

Members of the Affordable 
Housing Task Force are currently 
preparing an informational bro- 
chure for the public answering 
questions on the lottery and the 
selection process. The brochure 
will be available in the fall. The 
exact day of the forum will be 
published in this paper at a later 
date, said AHTF Chairman Jim 
Stewart. 

At their meeting Thursday, 
members reviewed a list of lottery 
requirements. They said names of 
those interested in the housing will 
be placed in three groups: 
minorities, local preference, and 
rest of the state. Some of the names 
could end up in more than one 
category, members said. 

Local preference, it was decided, 


would include current Wilmington 
residents, former Wilmington resi- 
dents, current full time town em- 
and handicapped residents. 
Names would reportedly be 
drawn based on "the luck of the 
draw” and not according to income 
levels, Selection would begin with 
the minorities category. The 
Wilmington Board of Selectmen or 
that board's designee would 
conduct the lottery, members said. 
Some discussion centered on 
pre-screening. Members seemed to 
feel unless pre-screening is 
required under new state regu. 
lations, there would be none. It was 
mentioned, however, that those 
people applying under local 
preference must show proof that 
they fit in that category. Also, 
successful applicants must be 
approved by lending institutions, 
Stewart favored making the 
whole process as simple as possible, 
"The more simplified the process, 
the less we're open to criticism,” he 
said. 


High school windows

To put it quite simply, the Wilmington School 
Department is in some serious trouble. And unfortunately, 
this has a direct negative impact on the kids in the local 
public school system. Many will recognize that when a 
series of events put a dent in the committee's stature, it 
hurts their ability to secure a 'good budget’ for the schools, 
which is the number one job for any local school board, 
anywhere. Usually, smaller budgets mean less pro- 


gramming for students. 


Ironically, the last few years have seen generous support 
at annual town meeting for education. After the hurdle of 
overriding Proposition 2 1/2 to renovate the high school, 
the community has continued to trust the recommendations 
of the committee and its administration on budget line 
items, and separate warrant articles for capital 
expenditures. It would be hard to argue that the main 
benefactors of the school department's past credibility 


haven't been the students, 


Now, the committee is faced with a pressing dilemma 
that some people might be missing entirely. Beyond the 
immediate problems they will have to solve today, how 
does the committee rehabilitate it's credibility in time for 
the next budget cycle? How do you regain a positive 
reputation in the community after a silly chairmanship 
fight, a controversial 'buy back’ check, and revelation of 
what is the worst thing that can happen to any department - 


a deficit? 
The answer? 


Hire a budget expert as the next 


superintendent, the type of man or woman that knows 
from experience how to put a fiscal ‘house back in order, 

Though summer events have distracted from their 
search, the six committee members probably had their own 
Tespeetive opinions on what the system needs the most in its 
next chief administrator. If recent events haven't already 
convinced them that they desperately need someone with 
keen budget skills, nothing ever will. 

This is not to say that the new boss at the Roman House 
should be devoid of knowledge in curriculum, special 
education, scheduling, and all the rest of the ingredients 
that go into the education pie, One can't be an educational 
leader without knowing how to negotiate with teachers, ~ 
what really motivates children, and how to face the 
challenges of Chapter 766. But it could be argued that the 
next superintendent need not be the world's foremost 


expert in these disciplines. 


If there is one thing that the committee should insist on, 
it is expertise in budget management. The schools already 
have an expert on special education, and numerous 
deputies that manage their respective departments well. So 
when you come right down to it, the superintendent is like 
the CEO at any company. It's his or her job to make sure 
that the organization is standing on a firm financial 


foundation. 


- A lot of people don't like it when anyone calls public 
education ‘a business’. But that's exactly what it is, a 
business, the most important one there is. And perhaps one 
of the reasons it's had so many problems over the past two 
decades in America is because we haven't been running 
things like a business, with common sense. 

If there are any resumes of assistant superintendents for 
finance in that pile at the Roman House, they should be 
quickly put to the top. A budget director from the Boston 
schools, an assistant superintendent for business from the 
North Shore, or a well educated fiscal consultant with a 
good number of years in public education, is exactly what 
the Wilmington Public Schools need right now. 

The signs abound that the system can't wait much longer 


for a good businessman.

Is this any way'to run a school system?

The meeting of the Wilmington School Committee last 
‘Thursday moming confirmed what had been suspected for a few 
months: there has been something wrong with the operations of 
the Wi School Department. The department had too 
much year left at the end of its money. 

The immediate result of this is that some teachers will have to 
have their paychecks juggled. Teachers who elect to receive 
their pay in 26 bi-weekly payments are always paid through the 
summer on the June 30 budget. This year, though, the school 
department will give them their. September pay in August, 
because there is no money for the August payroll. This early 
payment will be made up when -- and if -- the committee gets 
about $150,000 from a special town meeting in October. 

How could the school department finish its year short nearly 
$150,000? Obviously it did not happen overnight. Less obvious, 
though, is a clear picture of exactly what happened. 

School Committce Chairman Anthony Accardi has said he was 
misled by departing superintendent Robert Horan. It is evident, 
though, that as late as July 20, he did not realize this. When the 
payroll warrant was given to him for his signature, he asked 
Horan if there were anything unusual in the warrant. According 
to what Accatdi said in the August 1 school committee meeting, 
Horan replied no, so Accardi signed the warrant. That warrant 
included a payment to Horan for $64,594.64 for buy-back of 
unused vacation time and sick leave. 

That payment to Horan, though, was not the first indication 
that something was wrong with the system. At the time that 


A long hot summer 
by Arlene Surprenant 

I's been a long hot summer for the Wilmington School 
Committee. The latest disclosure of a $145,000 deficit can only 
be described as a shock. Though there have been times when the 
town has been forced to borrow funds from the following year's 
budget to pay outstanding bills, this is the first time in recent 
memory that such an embarrassing situation has happened to the 
Wilmington School Department. 

‘The fact that there is such a large deficit is bad enough. The 
fact that it might have been prevented had the school committee 
been informed and action taken sooner makes the whole mess 
worse. 

The lack of honest communication between central office and 
the school committee, misplaced trust in one individual, and the 
decision to keep a lid on persistent rumors that there were 
serious problems is no way to run a school department. 
Whenever this paper and several committee members tried to 
get to the bottom ‘of the rumors throughout the summer, a 
dead-end was reached. In all instances, no one was willing to talk 
for the record. 

Committee Chairman Tony Accardi has called for an 
investigation into the lack of funds to see if there was any 
deception involved. This is a start. But some people are 
beginning to cringe as they think about what such an 
investigation might reveal. Could last week's disclosure be just 
the tip of the proverbial iceberg? With the discovery of a $6,000 
check made out to the business manager, which some say was 
unauthorized, one has to wonder if there is more to come. At 
this point, there is no way of knowing. 

If any good came out of last week's events, it is that the deficit 
may be just the catalyst needed to draw the school committee 
together. At Thursday's emergency session, committeemen 
cooperated in an effort to get everything out in the open. While 
individual members spoke their minds and asked hard questions, 
they at least did so with a respect for each other and a 
determination to uncover the truth and come up with a remedy 
as quickly as possible, 

Whether voters will go along with a request to transfer funds 
from the FY'89 budget without asking their own hard questions 
in October remains to be scen. One thing is certain: with a 
superintendent search in progress, an upcoming accreditation at 
Wilmington High School, new schedules which some sce as 
controversial, a needed review to cut the 1989 budget, and the 
day to day business of getting a new school year underway, 
members of the Wilmington School Committee indeed have 
their work cut out for them in the weeks ahead.

Horan announced his intention to resign in April, School: ° 
Accountant Peter DeRoeve had been warning Horan that there 
would be a deficit. He went so far as to request a spending cap. 
Horan apparently waved off the warnings, and DeRoeve 

not go over the superintendent's head and approach the sch 
committee. Besides, he was still relatively new on the job and 
‘was wrestling with a position which had been vacant for nearly a 


- year prior to his coming on board. Bringing the school's 


finances back into shape was a tough job. Without hard figures, 
he was not ready to be assertive -- but he did try to wam Horan. 

Horan's administrative style had been to maintain a pattem of 
intimidation. Probably the most flagrant show of his power was 
the transferring of some 60 teachers at the start of the past 
school year. Many of those transfers made no sense, other than 
to intimidate school personnel. DeRoeve, whose contract was up 
for renewal on June 30, was in fear for his job. * 

After Horan made an unexpected trip to the Dominican 
Republic during Easter season, things blew up with the school 
committee, Horan was confronted by school committee member 
Mrs. Shirley Callan, and a violent argument ensued. Mrs. Callan 
charged that Horan had threatened her, and sought his 
suspension. The badly split school committee, though, would not 
go along with the suspension. 3 

The committee has had a threc-to-three split, with one group 
of three (Accardi, Zukas and Peterson -- now Surran) having 
controlled the chair for several years. The present chairman, 
Anthony Accardi, holds his position as a carry-over from the 
past year, since the deadlocked committee cannot agree on a new 
chairman, 

This played into Horan's hands, as criticism of the superin- 
tendent was viewed by the chairman as political maneuvers, 
rather than as an indication of troubles brewing. In May, 
Accardi and Zukas appeared on Jim Miceli's cable television 
show, claiming that all was well with the school system. 

All this excitement made excellent cover for Horan's burying 
the real problem facing the school department -- the budget. 

Meanwhile, Horan had announced that his date of departure 
would be August 5, timing which allowed him to pick up 55 
additional days of buy-back on July 1, worth $14,683.35. 

In spite of the problems afoot, the school committee did not set 
a busy schedule, choosing instead to yield to members’ vacation 
plans. At the June 22 mecting, the committee set August 10 as its 
next meeting date. Horan did not mect with the committee as a 
whole after June 22, six weeks before his departure. Mrs, 
Callan, as vice chairman, attempted to set a mecting in mid-July. 
Accardi cancelled the meeting. The committee did meet on 
August 1, but Horan was not present, 

The wamings of the budget shortfall were quite well-known in 
July, yet the chairman continued to ignore them, believing the 
assurances of the departing superintendent. 

In last week's emergency meeting, Accardi called for an 
investigation of the deficit. The committee members were at last 
able to agree that something was amiss, and action was needed. 
What is scary is that now the committee will really be looking at 
its problems'-- and there are, more to, be,fdund. Will the deficit 
stop at $150,000? te “aS 

The coming months will be difficult ones for the school 
committee. Probably its greatest test will be at the special town 
meeting on October 24, when they will ask for $150,000 to 
cover the deficit. The committee must have answers to some 
serious questions when they go before the voters. 

The budget will be a serious problem, especially with the high 
school facing an accreditation in the fall. Efforts are being made 
to delay the evaluation until the problems can be ironed out, 
since the process includes an examination of the fiscal health of 
the schools. 

The fiasco shows that, if nothing else, school committee 
members need to put aside their political differences and work 
together. What has happened in the past is not as important as 
what will take place in the future. 
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A positive view 
of psychotherapy 


“Mental,” “retard,” “invalid” 
our society is replete wi 
derogatory epithets referring to 
‘one's psychological function: 
The slang of adolescents call 
each other "mental" and “retard” 
reflects the insecurity of their 
growing years, but a President 
referring to a person as an 
"invalid" because he may have 
consumed mental health services is 
incomprehensible. 

An "invalid" according to the 
American Heritage Dictionary is a 
“chronically ill or disabled 
person.” Certainly Michael 
Dukakis possibly seeking therapy in 
times of personal crisis like his 
brother's death or the loss of an 
incumbent gubernatorial election 
would not fit that definition of 
invalid. As a matter of fact, it 
would show greater maturity and 
sensitivity to seek to understand 
such traumas and resolve the 
conflicts they may pose. 

‘The President of the United States 
hopefully would set an enlightened 
example to others of the im- 
portance of availing oneself of 
psychological intervention rather 
than contributing to the old 
Stereotypes that people seeking 
therapy are "weak," “inadequate,” 
and “can't solve their own 
problems." It is those attitudes 
which sometimes still keep 
depressed suicidal people from 
secking help until it is too late or 
couples from getting marriage 
counseling until there is no turning 
back, 

Certainly we have no “invalids” 
in therapy at the Wilmington 
Family Counseling Service. We 
have many people in the com- 
munity who are actively trying to 
improve their lives rather than 
denying their problems, escaping 
their traumas through alcohol or 
other substance abuse, pretending 
to be fine while awash in waves of 
anxiety. Let us hope the set-back to 


seeking help made by the 
President's off-hand remark can be 
tuned into a grater acceptance of 
the importance of secking help 
when faced with an emotional crisis 
by the hue and cry in response to 
his insensitivity. 

The town of Wilmington clearly 
recognizes the need for people to 
seek psychotherapy in its funding 
‘of the Wilmington Family Coun- 
seling Service so that financial 
limitations would not keep anyone 
from resolving their emotional 
conflicts. As a matter of fact, the 
town government recognizes that 
the benefit of resolving such 
conflicts extends out to the common 
good of the community by reducing 
family violence, crime, drink 
driving, unemployment, divorce, 
and many other social problems. 

Unfortunately, using a presi- 
dential candidate's possible psycho- 
therapeutic involvement to try to 
discredit him may increase people's 
fears of their employers, friends, 
even family, finding out that they 
are in therapy. However, all 
licensed mental health professionals 
are bound to maintain client 
confidentially. No one has the right 
to know somcone is in therapy 
without that person's permission 
In the Wilmington Family Coun- 
seling Service, even though the 
town is a funding source, the town 
government has no access to client 
names or information about clients. 

Each person has his or her 
emotional breaking point. People 
with greater self-awareness and 
self-esteem seek help before 
reaching it. If you are faced with 
emotional stresses, family conflicts, 
personal losses, don't hesitate to 
seek help from the Wilmington 
Family Counseling Service by 
calling 658-9889. Appointments 
can be scheduled from 9 a.m. to 9 
p.m. Mondays through Thursdays

Monthly fees for 
mobile homes doubled

engineer if needed.” 

Both increases were approved by 
a unanimous vote of the four sclect- 
men on hand, Selectman Coldwell 
was not present for the meeting.

When a town water department 
shuts off water, things are liable to 
happen. That was the case, at the end 
of McDonald Road, in Wilmington 
last Friday. 

The Wilmington water superinten- 
dent, in accordance with instructions 
received, shut off the water for a 
“bleeder" at the end of McDonald 
Road on Friday 

McDonald Road is a street that sort 
of “winds” northerly from Salem 
Street, near the Tewksbury line. In 
recent years a number of “paper” 
streets have been changed into 
accepted streets in the area. A 
number of homes have been built. 

At the end of McDonald Road, for 
many years was an area of more than 
a few acres which was being used for 
the town dump. There also was, and 
‘still is, a "dog pound” wherein the 
town dog officer confines errant and 
stray canines. 

Nearby is an “electric windmill,” a 
device for developing electric power 
from the wind. The story is that 
Ventura Canclas, back about 1972 
spent several thousand dollars, trying 
unsuccessfully to hamess the wind. 

Maybe the Reading Electric Light 
would be interested. 


The old Canelas farm has been 
bought by Carlos and Irene Pereria. 
They are building a home at the end 
of McDonald Road. The house is a 
rambling two-story structure with 
several turrets, and promises to be 
an clegant home. 

One of the problems they had is 
with the town's "official map" law, 
which requires anyone building a 
house where there no strect to build 
that street. In the case of McDonald 
Road, the Pererias must also build the 
road in front of some existing homes. 
They sought a variance from the law, 
but none could be given. 

One of the consequences of the 
town requiring the Pererias to build 
the road is that it will take out the dog 
pound, which sits in the layout of the 
road. The town has been renting the 
pound for many years, paying $150 a 
month. The Perericas have served an 
eviction notice on the town, and the 
town is contesting it, Meanwhile, the 
town has supposedly made arrange- 
menis to use the Tewksbury kennel, 
located near Long Pond. 

Dead-end roads ofteri have prob- 
Jems with rust in the water mains, 
due to settling of sediments. At the 
end of the water main that goes up 


McDonald Road there is a "blecder,” 
a one and a half inch pipe which is 
used to take rust out of the water 
main, it has been there for many, 
many years. 

When the water and sewer 
commission determined that the 
water from the “bleeder" was being 
discharged on the Pereria property 
they felt it should be shut off. After 
all, owners of private property might 
not like it, to have water pouring 
onto their property. 

The opposite seems to be the case. 
The story is told that Percria was 
using the water to water the lawn 


seed that had been planted. 

The water was shut off, by Paul 
Duggan, water superintendent, on 
Friday, August 19. That action also 
shut off the water to the next door 
house, the Babineau home. 

Someone called Representative 
Miccli to tell him of the situation. 

Anyway on Saturday moming, on 
his own accord, Supt. Paul Duggan 
decided that he should check into the 
situation. Having checked, he turned 
on the water again. 

The water commissioners will be 
mecting with Mr. Pereria, one of 
these days, to talk over the situation,

Accardi said he was finding it 
difficult to explain what happened 
to the public.

He went on to explain 
that because of the serious nature of 
the problem, "I see the committce 
forming a bond and working 
together to resolve the issue.” 

The Town Crier learned that 
some committee members had been 
trying since June to uncover facts 
about a possible deficit and Horan's 
controversial buy-back pay. Even 
now, both Michael Thomas and 
Shirley Callan insist that Horan 
received more money than he was 
entitled to in back pay. The school 
business manager said that the 
$64,000 buy-back was budgeted for 
in the FY'89 budget and did not 
come out of the teachers’ salary 
account.

How far could the sludge odor go? 


Will there be a sludge composting 
ity in North Wilmington? It is 
a distinct possibility. 

The Massachusetts Water Re- 
sources Authority has named 12 
communities (now down to 11) as 
being the possible sites for various 
facilities having to do with the 
long-overdue cleanup of Boston 
Harbor. Wilmington has the dis- 
tifict possibility of being a site for a 
sludge clean-up facility. 

The MWRA listing of sites does 
not accurately name which site the 
agency wants, but there are at least 
two sites, possibly more. As such 
the site that would be chosen could 
be, and quite probably would be the 
source of what other communities 


would soon call "The Wilmington 
Odor.” 

That name could be in used in 
Andover, North Reading, Reading, 
and Tewksbury, if the odor were to 
spread for five miles. If it were to 
spread for seven miles, which could 
happen, such communities as South 
Lawrence, North Andover, Mid- 
dleton, Woburn and Burlington 
would be within its scope.

negative sides to the proposition. 

Sludge, such as is proposed to be 
composted in the Wilmington 
facility, contains heavy metals, such 
as mercury and lead. Heavy metals 
are "very harmful.” 

Even if the sludge is burned, 
Sullivan reports, the heavy metals 
remain, and must be buried in 
landfills. The metals may contain 
carcinogens, which could be drawn 
into the groundwater, and drawn 
up into leafy vegetables. 

Sludge odors, says Sullivan, are 
very strong. They can travel up to 
four or six miles from the 
incinerator. Odors could include 
fecal odors, which are said to travel 
a long distance; hydrogen sulfide, 
an odor so strong it often requires a 
mask, and sulphur dioxide, often 
harmful to people with respiratory 
problems. 

Sullivan has seen sludge trucks 
with a smell so powerful that "they 
can get you down on your knees.”In 
some cases strects have to be 
washed down to remove the odor. 

Sullivan is a man with an 
impressive background, relative to 
sludge and odors. During his career 
he has worked at sludge treatment 
and sewage plants. He has 
conducted community surveys. 

Sullivan was consulted on the old 
tannery site in Woburn, on a 
municipal waste treatment in New 
Rochelle, N.Y., on the 
area sewage 
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treatment plant and the Greater 
Southwest Ohio waste treatment 
plant, to name some. 

Experts, he says, use sensitive 
instruments to detect odors, as well 
as the human nose. The instruments 
detect and measure the type and 
intensity of an odor. 

“Odors tavel like a stream, and 
go anyplace” he says. "I have traced 
odors from paper plants from 13 
miles away. It takes a very little 
odor to affect different people, and 
to be a public nuisancé 

Discussing the possibility of a 
facility in Wilmington, Sullivan 
was of the opinion that "it would be 
definitely bad for the town. There 
is no question in m y mind.” 

There are techniques which are 
used to destroy odors. Among them 
are vapor combustion units, and 
scrubbing with spray chemicals. 

"But there are times when things 
go wrong” Sullivan says. In that 
case sludge builds up and produces 
noxious fumes. "A town could run 
into a big problem!" 

He has no doubt but that MWRA 
would use the best available 
technology to process the sludge. 
But, says Sullivan, he is wary, 
because he doesn't think “much of 


it 

Sullivan described himself as 
having a "gut feeling” that the 
sludge plant would go elsewhere, 
but, he says, “it is always better to 


be prepared!" 
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Backyard Gardening 


by Hugh Wiberg 
A few thoughts and suggestions 
on freeging vegetables; 


Vegetables for freezing should be 
tender, full colored and free from 
signs of wilting; try not to freeze 
old tough vegetables. Remember 
that the quicker you prepare and 
freeze vegetables after picking the 
more flavorful and nutritious they 
will be when served. 

With the single exception of 
green peppers, vegetables must be 
blanched (scalded) before freezing, 
as blanching inactivates the 
enzymes which would otherwise 
produce unpalatable flavors and 
disagreeable odors, and cause an 
unnecessary loss of certain 
vitamins, especially "C.” 

Some vegetables freeze well, 
others do not. Those which do 
include peas, corn (removed from 
the cob) beans, squash, broccoli, 
brussels sprouts, cauliflower and 
peppers. Vegetables which will not 
freeze well are all of the root crops 
and of course fresh tomatoes, 
although pureed tomatoes for 
sauces do freeze very well. 

Green peppers are unique in that 
they require no blanching. Simply 
quarter them, wash out the seeds, 
pack them in plastic sandwich bags 
and pop them into the freezer or 
place them on a cookie sheet in the 
freezer until frozen and then put 
them into larger storage bags. 
Although they will not retain all of 
their original fresh crunchy texture 
they are excellent later on for all of 
the good things you can do with 
peppers in stews and in the frying 
pan. 

Although beets and carrots aro 
not especially well adapted for 
freezing, baby beets (golf ball size 
to a little larger) and young carrots 
can be frozen with acceptable 
results. Blanching time is longer, 
six to cight minutes, and some 
original texture is lost in the 
process, though flavor and vitamin 
content remain high, 

Most good cookbooks have 
sections on freezing vegetables, 
which include the number of 
minutes required for blanching. 

Immediately after scalding, 
plunge the vegetables into ice 
water, adding ice as needed. 
Vegetables should be thoroughly 
cooled before freezing; if not there 
will be a loss of color, texture, 
flavor and nutrients. 

Properly frozen, thawed and 
served vegetables lose little of their 
original nutrient value. It is only 
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when they are allowed to thaw and 
the juices leak away that they begin 
to lose food valye. Some of the 
vitamins are water soluble, others 
are destroyed by the action of air, a 
Process which is hastened by a 
combination of light, warm room 
temperatures and by oxidative 
enzymes acting within the plant 
tissue. 

The freezing process aids in 


retaining vitamin value and re- 
tarding enzyme activity, assuming 
vegetables are properly blanched 
beforehand. Blanching does cause 
some vitamin loss, (an estimated 20 
to 30 percent of vitamin C) but 
even more of this vitamin would be 
lost during freezing if the food 
were not blanched first. Less loss 
occurs when the vegetables are 
steam blanched. 

It is unfortunate that fresh 
tomatoes will not freeze well. At 
this time of year we have an 
absolute glut of tomatoes yet in 
three or four weeks they will be 
mostly gone by. You would think 
that human beings intelligent 
enough to put people on the moon 
could figure out how to freeze a 
fresh tomato so that, after six 
months in the freezer, one could 
make a decent sandwich with the 
results. There are times in 
February when I am sure I would 
pay $10 for a single tomato of the 
quality we enjoy from our gardens 
in August! 

Changing the subject: if you have 
a squash vine borers in your squash 
and pumpkin vines (and if you did 
no dust or spray back in June and 
July you probably have) you will 
have seen your plants collapse by 
now, Inspect them around the main 
vine, in the area where the vine 
enters the ground. The damage is 
casy to spot; the vines are weak 
looking and have small holes here 
and there. At this point your plants 
are beyond salvaging, but 
hopefully, you have harvested a 
crop. To reduce the problem next 
year (you will not eliminate it 
entirely without a weekly spraying 
from mid-June to the end of July) 
pull these finished plants now and 
inspect the main vines carefully for 
the fat white borers you will find, 
By destroying all of these pests you 
can locate now, you will reduce jhe 
extent of damage you will 
experience next year,

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Mr. Frog strikes a balance 
between predator and prey 


had to drag the poor frog from 
deep in the bass’s gullet. Mr. Frog 
didn't survive the ordeal, sad to 
say, but he was pressed back into

If I had to pick one animal as my 
favorite critter on Earth, it would 
have to be the humble frog. 

Tough old Mr. Frog is halfway 
down the food chain. Both predator 
and prey, frogs seem to have struck 
the perfect balance with the world 
as a whole. 

To a frog, lunch is anything that 
will fit into its mouth, and the front 
legs are used for pushing if the 
meal is too big for a single gulp. 
Insects, worms, leeches, anything is 
fair game -- even smaller frogs. 

But the reverse is equally true. 
Everything bigger than Mr. Frog 
will eat him, and he knows it. Owls, 
fish, raccoons ~- even people -- love 
to cat frogs, though our psychotic 
species only eats the legs, Wasteful. 

Being cold-blooded, frogs don't 
worry awfully much about high or 
low temperatures. Too hot and they 
just stay in the water all day. When 
the cold of winter comes, they take 
a deep breath and bury themselves 
in the pond muck, there to sleep 
until spring. 

Offensively, frogs have a long 
and sticky tongue that's capable of 
nabbing @ fly on the move up to a 
body length away, with wide-angle 
eyes mounted on top of their heads 
to see in a full circle. 

If the grass is moist, frogs leave 
their puddles to go exploring. They 
must follow their noses back to 
water, though, because at least one 
frog a week ends up in my mother's 
swimming pool by mistake. 

As kids we used to catch big frogs 
by dangling a trout fly in front of 
their noses and enticing them to 
strike, They rarely passed up a 
chance, but the hook damaged their 
mouth parts, which seemed a bit 
crucl. The only reliable method of 
taking frogs is to get down there 
with them, and grab them by hand. 
Oh yes, and watch out for snakes, 

Defensively, frogs are blessed 
with a camoflage-colored hide that 
is slippery enough to make holding 
one difficult, and powerful legs for 
jumping clear of harm's way. 


At night, the frogs sing to each 
other, theoretically to find a mate, 
but I think they just enjoy singing. 
The baritone "Jug-a-Rum” of the 
bullfrog is joined by the descending 
"gunk gunk gunk" of a greenfrog, 
making for ah interesting serenade 
on ponds across North America. 

On summer nights long ago, my 
dad would sometimes "narrate" for 
the frogs, translating their guttural 
glunks and blurps into English. The 
exchanges were sometimes a bit on 
the "nasty" side, depending upon 
dad's audience that night. 

Once, dad was narrating a heated 
exchange between two frogs on 
opposite sides of the pond, with the 
frog on the left offering a night of 
amusement (ahem) to the reluctant 
frog on the right. Dad must have 
had the language down pat, because 
the right-side frog suddenly began 
to croak right in front of us, from 
the middle of a sandy beach! The 
frog was'on the move, and we knew 
right where it was going. 

But die-hard bass fishing types, 
(and my dad was certainly one) 
understand yet another bit of frog 
lore: Little frogs make stupendous 
bait for big bass. Small bass may be 
happy munching bugs all night, but 
the real whoppers want a meal with 
more substance. Frog is the ideal 
big-bass food. 

Whenever I'm gearing up for a 
night of bass chasing, I try to take at 
east one live frog along. While my 
main rod will have a Jitterbug or 
rubber worm attached, the backup 
stick will have a single, bare hook. 
The hook point goes up through the 
nose of the frog, and the critter is 
tossed into the shallows to swim to 
its heart's content. Every so often I 
check the backup rod, to see if Mr. 
Frog is all right 

On a recent trip out to Massapoag 
in Dunstable, I caught a small frog 
by the boat launch, What luck! But 
after dark, the frog's luck ran out. 

A small bass, about a pound and 
change, blew the frog out of the 

water shortly after sunset. The bass 
was hauled in and released, and | 
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service just the same, Dead or alive, 
« a frog is still a frog. 

On the very next cast, | heard a 
splash from the frog's direction and 
reached for the rod. Good thing 
too, because just then the rod tried 
to jump out of the boat! And when I 
pulled, the bass on the other end 
yanked back -- hard! The drag on 
my reel started to scream, but the 
fight was a short one. The bass won 
the contest by diving into the weeds 
and shaking the hook. But while it 
was on it felt Jarge -- that one had 
real wall-hanging muscle. 

Unfortunately, the mystery bass 
got to keep the frog, and I had to 
use artificials the rest of the night 
Nothing was caught after the frog 
was lost. Oh well. 

Frogs have their own regulations 
in the state fish and game laws. Bait 
frogs must be two and a half inches 
or smaller, nose to vent, with a 
maximum of a dozen in possession, 
and big frogs are given a treatment 
in the hunting regs, Sounds fair. 
Oh, and since frogs can't be sold, 
you won't find too many other 
anglers using them. You catch your 
own or you miss out on the fun. 

So, frogs are noisy but secretive, 
they cat and they're eaten, and they 
have their own set of tricks for 
surviving in a swamp. 

Better still, they make superb bass 
bait! Try one and see. 
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- Tackle Box — the heaviest five- 
bass stringer. Sorry, no live bait

‘The Isthmus of Tehuantepec, 
the narrowest strip of land in 
Mexico ing from the Pa- 
cific Ocean to the Gulf of Mexico, 
has been designated as the “bee 
regulated zone.” In this 100- 
square-mile area, an attempt is 
being made to stymie the spread 
of the killer bee so that scientists 
can learn more about how to 
minimize its impact. 

According to many entomolo- 
gists, growers, and beekeepers, 
the bees - which are hard to 
manage, produce less honey, and 
are 
versely affect the agriculture 
and beekeeping industries in 
both countries if they are not 
slowed down or stopped. 

Sam Lewis, an almond grower 
in Chico, Calif., says that if the 
killer bees spread into the US 
their impact will be “unbeliev- 
able.” The impact Mr. Lewis re- 
fers to is the havoc the bees 
could wreak on the $20 billion-a- 
year fruit and vegetable crops 
and the $150 million to $200 mil- 
lion-a-year beekeeping industry 
if they bring their undesirable 
traits into the country. Although 
beekeeping is a relatively small 
industry in the US, crops like 
alfalfa, almonds, melons, and 
other fruits and vegetables de- 
pend on bees for pollination. 
Many experts say the bees could 
impede this process. 

Nicknamed killer bees be- 
cause of their aggressive traits, 
the insects are a strain of honey 
bee from Africa brought to Bra- 
zil in 1956 by an entomologist 
who wanted to develop a har- 
dier bee. 

Since last September both the 
Mexican Ministry of Agriculture 
and Water Resources (SARH) 
and the US Department of Agri- 
culture (USDA) joined efforts in 
funding an $8.75 million three- 
year program on the isthmus.

At this stage it is too early to 
determine if the project is work- 
ing, but many entomologists are 
confident it will succeed. “We 
have a tremendous chance with 
this program. I'm very much 
convinced it will work, provided 
the government doesn't give up 
on it,” says Alfred Dietz, an en- 
tomology professor at the Uni- 
versity of Georgia in Athens. 


But others, including Dr. Or- 
ley Taylor Jr., a professor of en- 
tomology at the University of 
Kansas in Lawrence, disagree. 
“In order to make anything like 
this work, first of all you've got 
to have the technology, second, 
you've got to have the money, 
thirdly you've got to have the 
personnel, and fourthly you've 
got to have the infrastructure

The groundwork laid, the 
fundraising began in earnest. 
“We had many, many fun- 
draisers,” says Cannon, “and 
every time we had an adult 
fundraiser, we followed it with a 
children’s fundraiser.'’ An 
auction; crafts and flea 
markets on the Town Common; 
two adult dances; an in- 
termediate school dance; a 
Gerwick puppet show; and face- 
painting on the Common for five 
days. 

The pennies per pound of 
gravel were collected in five- 
gallon water jugs in each 
school; the jugs were scooped 
up with flair and style by men in 
public works trucks who drove 
ceremoniously from school to 
school.

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Eagles 
in 
Mass. 
after 80 years 


“ — For the first time in more 


than 80 years, bald eagles are 
again nesting in Massachusetts. 
‘The nest, located within the vast 
Quabbin Reservation in the 
central part of the state, was 
identified this spring by Wildlife 
Photographer Bill Byrne and 
Eagle Project Leader Bill Davis 
of the Massachusetts Division of 
Fisheries and Wildlife. 

According to Byrne and 
Davis, two eagles have been 
observed adding sticks to the 
nest which is more than four 
feet across and two feet deep. 
One of the birds has been 
positively identifed as “Ross,” 
an eagle brought to Massa- 
chusetts from Michigan in 1982 
to initiate the Division's Bald 
Eagle Restoration Project. The 
second eagle, an immature 
female, has not been identified 
but may be one of the other 35 
bald eagles released in Massa- 
chusetts over the six year span 
of the project. Both birds are 
known to be wearing federal leg 
bands Ross carries a 
distinctive wing tag. 

State Ornithologist Brad 
Blodget does not believe the 
pair will produce eggs or young 
this spring. “Eagles, which 
mate for life,typically establish 
a pair bond and construct a nest 
a year or two prior to suc- 
cessfully raising young. This is 
apparently the case in Massa- 
chusetts, as the female bird 
may be only three years old and 
not yet fully mature.” 

Measures are being taken in 
cooperation with the Metro- 
politan District Commission, 
managers of the Reservation; 
Metro Police and the Massa- 
chusetts Division of Environ- 
mental Law Enforcement to 
protect the nest site in antici- 
pation of a more earnest nesting 
attempt in the spring of 1989. 
The birds have concluded nest 
bafiding for this season and are 
now believed to be summering 
atthe Reservation. . 

The eagle nest usthe suc- 
cessful result of an intensive 
cooperative effort between the 
Massachusetts Division of 
Fisheries and Wildlife, U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service, 
Canadian Wildlife Service and 
the MDC. The U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service coordinated the 
translocation of young bald 
eagles donated by the Michigan 
Department of Natural 
Resources, and the Manitoba 


and Nova Scotia Departments ° 


of Lands and Forests to the 
United States to be released as 
part of Massachusetts’ 
restoration efforts. 

Paul Nickerson, Chief of 
Endangered Species for Region 
5 of the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service, expressed optimism 
that the Massachusetts birds 
would nest successfully next 
year and noted that it is par-

Kare Dukakis, youngest of candidate's three children

N the makeshift campaign headquarters here, 
with jumbles of wires and stacks of papers and 
yuppies speaking quickly into telephones, Gov. 
Michael Dukakis’s daughter Kara seems 
amused. 

Though she has been interviewed many 

times before, the celebrity status she now en- 

joys is new, and she seems pleased that people have 
taken such an interest in her. 

Still, she chooses her words carefully, her aides re- 

‘ording everything she says. This is the world of presi 
dential politics, more than of family insights - a world 
where every quotation matters, and no one close to the 
candidate is spared. 

Though Mr. Dukakis is in the paper daily, enduring 
the media glut and the political pressure, Miss Dukakis 
doesn’t view him as a changed man. 

“My father is a very steady person,” she says. “He is 
still my father in every sense. He still makes a real effort 
to be home when he knows we are going to be home. 
When he isn't on a campaign swing, he is home for 
dinner. I'm in contact with him a great deal.” 


a spot in Massachusetts’ 
natural history,” he said.

Kara graduated from Brookline High School in 1986 
and then took a year off before entering Brown Univer- 
sity. As soon as her father announced his candidacy, she 
spearheaded “Students for Dukakis” organizing rallies, 
tailgate parties, and door-to-door distribution by stu- 
dents of literature on the governor. 

Periodically during the school year, Miss Dukakis 
would go to other states as a “surrogate” for her father, 
though the bulk of her work has been campaigning 
among college students. 

Now at age 19, she is eloquent and mature in front of a 
camera and tape recorder: 

“It’s been an incredible experience for me, learning 
how the whole process works. I have become much more 
comfortable speaking, and just being in the public eye.” 

She says being on the road isn't all luxurious, and in 
the Dukakis tradition, brushes off the notion of being 
more than an average American family. 

“The fact that my family has been able to stay 
together throughout this in terms of campaigning to- 
gether, and spending personal 
time together, and family time to- 
gether, has been very important 
for all of us.” 

What Miss Dukakis has always 
been told, and what she thinks 
Americans need to understand, is 
that Dukakis is not a man who 
keeps what he believes bottled up: 
“My father has always said, What 
you see is what you get. I can't 
think of a person who that state- 
ment is more true about than my 
father.” 

As far as the other nominee's children, Miss Dukakis 
stressed that there was no tension between families. 
“When the Jasksons came to dinner on the Fourth of 
July, Jonathan Jackson [Jesse Jackson's third-eldest 
child] joined my family. I got along with him very, very 
well. We enjoyed the concert together afterwards, and 
we Spent a lot of time together in Atlanta. 

“I was so happy when I got introduced to the rest of 
the kids, who I had been really curious about because I 
had liked Jonathan so much.

was incredibly impressed at their performance the night 
their father spoke.” 

Kara, the youngest of three children, says she travels 
with the Secret Service only when she is with her 
parents, but that she was prepared for dealing with 
security as her father got closer to becoming the nomi- 
nee. “I have realized that they are there to do a job, and 
that job is very important. It was an adjustment at first, 
but I feel OK about it now.” 

Miss Dukakis has found that she is always glad to 
return to Brookline, the middle- to upper-middle-class 
suburb of Boston where the Dukakises make their home. 
She treasures her experience growing up in that commu- 
nity. Yet she has to contend with the fact that since the 
last time she was in town, she has achieved celebrity 
status, 

“I don’t really look at [Brookline] differently. If any- 
thing, I am more grateful for growing up there. My 
personal life really hasn’t changed a great deal. I think 
that’s one of the special things about Brookline. It's 
pretty consistent.” 

Family values are a topic she 
holds almost as dearly as her fa- 
ther. “It’s something I was 
brought up with. The fact that my 
father always made his family a 
priority, whether it was being 
home for dinner every night at a 
certain time, or coming to my 
school open houses, or just sitting 
down and helping me with my 
homework or talking to me about 
a problem - that has always been 
part of my life and is most certainly something I will 
exercise when I bring up my own family. 

“I have never understood the whole thing about my 
father not being compassionate or caring,” she says, 
referring to attacks made by Dukakis opponents. “He 
has been such a compassionate father. It doesn't really 
make sense to me.” 

And what if Mike Dukakis wins in November? 

“For the most part, my philosophy about the whole 
thing is, take it one day at a time. I try not to lose my 
head thinking about those things. We'll see.”
